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THIS week, Aruba proudly takes on the role of hosting 
the 17th Conference of Parties (COP) for the Cartagena 
Convention for the Protection and Development of the 
Marine Environment in the Caribbean Region. 


The Cartagena Convention is an international treaty designed 
to protect and preserve the marine and coastal environ- 
ment in the Caribbean region. This treaty was adopted in 
1983 in Cartagena de Indias, Colombia, and is one of the 
regional seas conventions developed under the auspices of 
the United Nations Environment Programme (UNEP). 


The primary objective of the Cartagena Convention is to 
prevent, reduce, and control pollution of the marine envi- 
ronment in the Caribbean region while promoting sustain- 
able development through the responsible management of 
natural resources. 


COP serves as the governing body of the Cartagena 
Convention, convening periodically to oversee the imple- 
mentation of the convention, make decisions regarding 
its continued operation, and adopt measures to address 
emerging environmental issues in the region. 
As such, the Cartagena Convention covers a vast geograph- 
ical area, encompassing the coastal waters of 28 Caribbean 
countries and territories, extending from the Gulf of Mexico 


and the Caribbean to the tropical Atlantic. 


The convention includes several protocols that address 
specific environmental concerns in the region. One of the 
most well-known protocols is the Protocol Concerning 
Specially Protected Areas and Wildlife (SPAW Protocol), 
which focuses on the conservation and management of 
biodiversity and protected areas.

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IN the world of aviation, NOTAM, or Notice to Airmen, is a 
crucial means of disseminating important information to 
pilots and air trafÏc control. Recently, Venezuela issued a 
noteworthy NOTAM that affects air trafÏc with its neigh- 
boring islands, Aruba and Bonaire. 


This announcement came into effect on October 2, 2023, 
at 2:58 PM local time in Aruba and carries implications for 
aviation in the region until January 2, 2024, at 11:59 PM 
local time in Aruba. 


The essence of this NOTAM is that Venezuela has decided 
to close its airspace to general aviation trafÏc traveling 
between Aruba, Bonaire, and Venezuela. However, it’s 
essential to clarify that this restriction only applies to flights 
involving these islands. If an aircraft needs to transit through 
Venezuelan airspace to reach another country, it may still be 
permissible, subject to certain conditions. 


This development raises several questions and consider- 
ations for both aviation professionals and travelers. Let’s 
delve into the details and implications. 


The NOTAM in Context

sion to close its airspace to general aviation trafÏc between 
Aruba, Bonaire, and itself.

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IN a significant development, satellite television company 
Dish Network has been slapped with a $150,000 fine by the 
Federal Communications Commission (FCC) for its failure 
to adhere to proper satellite disposal protocols. This marks 
the first time that federal regulators have imposed such a 
penalty, underlining the growing importance of space debris 
management. 


The FCC, responsible for authorizing space-based telecom 
services, disclosed on Monday that it had concluded an 
investigation into Dish Network. This investigation resulted 
in both the substantial fine and an “admission of liability” 
from the company itself. 


The FCC stated in a news release, “This marks a first in space 
debris enforcement by the Commission, which has stepped 
up its satellite policy efforts.” 


Dish Network responded to the allegations by highlighting 
that the satellite in question was an older spacecraft 
launched in 2002. Importantly, the company asserted that 
this satellite had been explicitly exempted from the FCC’s 
rule requiring a minimum disposal orbit. Furthermore, 
Dish emphasized that the FCC did not raise any concerns 
regarding orbital debris safety concerning the satellite in 
question. 


Dish Network also underscored its commitment to the 
responsible management of its satellite fleet, with a partic- 
ular focus on safety. The company pointed out its “long track 


record of safely flying a large satellite fleet” and afÏrmed its 
dedication to fulfilling its responsibilities as an FCC licensee. 


Space debris is increasingly becoming a pressing concern 
for satellite operators. It is estimated that there are nearly 
700,000 pieces of uncontrolled debris larger than 0.4 
inches (1 centimeter) in Earth’s orbit. These objects pose 
a substantial risk of collisions with active satellites, the 
International Space Station, or other debris, exacerbating 
the danger of in-space collisions. 


The FCC’s investigation into Dish Network specifically 
centered on the EchoStar-7 satellite, which was launched 
into geostationary orbit in 2002. While a decommissioning 
plan was approved in 2012 to ensure the satellite’s retire- 
ment to a safer orbit, Dish Network allegedly did not leave 
sufÏcient fuel onboard for this maneuver. Consequently, 
EchoStar-7 remains in an orbit significantly closer to active 
areas in geostationary orbit than intended. 


The FCC’s consent decree emphasized the importance of 
satellite licensees meeting post-mission disposal require- 
ments to safeguard terrestrial and space-based communi- 
cation systems. 
While geostationary orbit primarily houses large telecom- 
munications satellites like those operated by Dish Network, 
this case underscores the growing imperative of responsibly 
managing space debris to ensure the safety and sustain- 
ability of space activities. 


FCC’s First Penalty in Space Debris Case 


Dish Network Fined $150,000 for Improper Satellite Disposal 
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IN a thrilling Ryder Cup at Rome’s Marco Simone Golf Club, 
Rory McIlroy became Team Europe’s driving force.

Facing Sam Burns in his singles 
match, he emerged victorious with a score of 3&1, fueled by 
the perceived “disrespect” from the previous evening. 
“It motivated the entire team,” McIlroy disclosed to BBC 
Sport. “We wanted to go out there and make it hurt for 
them. I felt like I used it to my advantage and came out with 
a different level of focus and determination.” 


Saturday’s incident marked one of the angriest moments in 
McIlroy’s career. However, he later reached out to Mackay 
via text, offering his apologies for the altercation, citing that 
the caddie had been in the wrong place at the wrong time. 
McIlroy has also engaged in text conversations with LaCava, 
expressing optimism that time will mend the rift. “Everything 
will be fine,” McIlroy reassured reporters. “It’s a point of 
contention, and it still stings, but time is a great healer, and 
we’ll all move on.”
